Fraternity 
president 
impeached

California State University Sacra- 
mento’s Interfraternity Council has 
voted to impeach their council pres- 
ident. 

Just as rush week was beginning, 
the council (IFC), made up of 11 
fraternity representatives and six ex- 
ecutive members motioned to pro- 
ceed with impeachment hearings 
and a vote of no confidence against 
John Jaquish at their next meeting. 

“There is some discontentment in 
the ranks about his poor perform- 
ance,” said Lane Schmidt, 1st vice 
president of IFC. 

Schmidt would not elaborate on 
what were the examples of Jaquish’s 
poor performance but added that he 
did not attend the council meeting 
Sept. 8 and personally did not have 
any complaints about the IFC pres- 
ident’s leadership. 

Jaquish, a senior marketing ma- 
jor, has been president for almost 
two years and is a member of the 
highly awarded Sigma Phi Epsilon. 

“T feel I have done an excep- 
tional job. A lot of things have 
changed for the better and I (feel) I 
have many supporters,’ Jaquish said. 

The allegations against him seem 
to concern a conflict of interest over 
whether an IFC president should re- 
cruit for his own chapter during rush 
and that Jaquish has made deroga- 
tory comments about other chap- 
ters, according to Heather Dun, pro- 
gram advisor. 

Dunn says there seems to be a 
history behind the impeachment that 
is both personal and chapter related.

Remedial students dropped for Big winners in ‘99 budget 
failing to complete classes

Failure to complete preparatory courses in 
English and mathematics within one academic 
year caused 49 students to be dropped from 
CSUS at the end of the 1999 spring semester. 

The disenrollments are the result of Executive 
Order 665, which was handed down by the 
Chancellor’s office last fall to all 23 California 
State Universities. 

“CASPER will not allow students to enroll in 
any course without first registering for the nec- 
essary preparatory courses that they need. 

“A personalized letter is generated to each 
student explaining that they must enroll for the 
remedial courses in their first semester and that 
they must finish all preparatory work within first 
year,” Larry Glasmire, assistant to the vice pres- 
ident for student afairs said. 

The order has three different components. 

The first component is that students who are 
admitted to the university must take placement 
tests in both English and mathematics before 
they are allowed to register for courses. 

Secondly, the order requires that students 
who are placed into remedial-level classes must 


enroll in these courses before they are allowed to 
register for other classes. 

Finally, the students are given a timeline of 
one academic year to successfully complete all 
remedial coursework or face disenrollment from 
the university. 

Last year, a committee was formed to help 
CSUS implement and comply with the executive 
order. 

It was responsible for developing a proce- 
dural way of notifying students and enforcing the 
requirements of Executive Order 665. 

Larry Glasmire, committee member and as- 
sistant to the vice president for student affairs, said 
that all students were definitely informed of the 
stricter requirements before any were disen- 
rolled. 

After the student is admitted in the universi- 
ty, a separate letter is sent to those students who 
were not exempt from the Entry Level Math 
(ELM) and the English Placement Test (EPT). 
“The letter explains that the tests must be taken 
before registration,” Glasmire said. 

Students who score above a 550 verbal for the 
SAT and/or a 24 on the English portion of the

Teacher fulfills dreams 


Chancellor honors CSUS 
alumna for 38 years of 


teaching excellence

When Patty Yamat took charge of her first classroom 38 
years ago, she had a dream. 

“She would ignite the fires of knowledge. She would stir 
yeamings her young inner-city students did not yet recog- 
niZe. She would build the foundation strong. 

"In that respect, Yamat was not unlike thousands of other first- 
year teachers each year who, outfitted with colored pencils and 
pedagogy, embark on the same dream. 

“But Yamat is different. She lives the dream. 

“T always knew this was what I wanted to do,” said Yamat. 
“God gave me a gift, I guess. It never occurred to me, really, 
to go into a different line (of work). I’ve never regretted it.” 

This week the California State University Alumni Coun- 
cil honored Yamat as one of 22 outstanding alumni teachers. 
A recognition dinner in Long Beach Monday kicked off the 
year-long Celebrating Teachers campaign designed to'publi- 
cize the importance of high-quality teachers and promote 
teacher recruitment. 

“Statistics show that not all first-year teachers hold onto 
their dream as Yamat has. Idealism has a way of evaporating 
inthe face of reality. 

Studies show that half those receiving teaching cee 
tials this year will be out of the profession in five years. Eighty 
percent of those teaching today will be gone in 10 years. 

““One reason they want to bail is they don’t have class- 
room management skills. We need more training in that,” Ya- 
mat said. “The most important preparation is before the very 
first bell rings on the first day ... because when the children line 
up’the first day after the first recess, the whole aura of the class- 
room is set.” 

“Yamat said much of the problem stems from societal 
changes she has seen since she began teaching. 

Whereas most of her students had stay-at-home moms in 
the 1960s, now most are in day care programs or have no 
one to greet them when they get home. Some live in homeless 
shelters, or have parents in prison for offenses ranging from 
drug abuse to murder. The vast majority are on welfare. 

-4, (New teachers) are not coming with the skills to meet the 
needs of the children with regard to diversity,” said Yamat, 
whose own classroom of first-graders has 15 low-level Eng- 
lish learners speaking five different native languages. 


Today’s typical credential program doesn’t start until after 
graduation, which Yamat said is a real disservice to future 
teachers. She recommends that undergraduates begin ob- 
serving master teachers at work from the first day of their 
freshman year. 


Coursework that demonstrates elementary teaching skills 


— as Yamat had for her elementary education major — would 
also improve preparation, she said. 

“If we can have these courses throughout the freshman 
and sophomore year, maybe those who were skeptical — it 
might tum on the light and (they’ d) say, “this is what I want to 
do, I want to make a difference with children.” 

Part of the problem Yamat sees with teacher retention is the 
low value society places on the profession. 

“There’s no way a school: of education can compete with 
Silicon Valley’s offer of a generous salary, stock options and 
acozy office environment. But all of us who enrich children 
— from K-12 to college — need to recruit the best under- 
graduates by sharing our own passion for what we do, because 
it’s a labor of love.” 

Yamat recalled the genesis of her cailing when Jane Gates 
took over her second grade class — the “class from hell,” as 
she put it — 52 years ago. 

“She was no-nonsense and I loved her. I can still see her in 
that classroom today,” said Yamat. 

The dream that began in second grade and fleshed out 
while tutoring a neighbor when Yamat was 12 materialized into 
a teaching credential from CSU, Sacramento in 1961. 

That year, Yamat got her first teaching position in the 
Washington Unified School District in West Sacramento, and 
she has built the foundations of the district’s first-graders 
ever since. 

Yamat spreads the dream with missionary zeal. Her own 
mother started a second career as a teacher. Her three daugh- 
ters and former students have taken up the vocation as well. 

“T got as much thrill out of yesterday as (any day) 38 years 
ago,” said Yamat last week while relating the story of a young 

. Russian immigrant who had not spoken a word for months 
when he suddenly asked her if he could “sharp” his pencil. 

“Works for me!” she said, admitting to tears at the recol- 
lection. 

“There’s no paycheck for that.” 

The master teacher has no plans for retirement. “I’m not 
ready to leave yet. I’ve still got something to give, and certainly 
something to gain,” said Yamat. “Children are my inspira- 
tion,” 

Recently a little girl Yamat described as “the, kind who 
pushes you to the edge of your senses” came back to visit af- 
ter being promoted to the second grade. 

“She said, *When I grow up tomorrow I want to come 
back and be just like you.’ And I was hard as nails on her... yet 

she knows I love her,”

State’s chapter (last year),” exclaimed Meisenhelder. 

She added that other chapters need to be.as well or- 


‘ganized and motivationally led as the CFA-CSUS. 


Along with Jeff Lustig, chapter president, 22 other fac- 
ulty members met to hear their statewide union president 
give updates on the implementation of their new contract 
and also on future plans. 

Meisenhelder, reading from “The Managed Profes- 
sional” by Gary Rose, gave a summary feeling of how 
administrators work in relation to faculty. 

“Managerial efforts of faculty are not about cost, not 
about quality — but about control,” she quoted. 
With the new contract agreement between the 23

History tells us that it was the Aztec word for the god of 


dance. 

Modern music tells us that it is the name for one of the pre- 
mier bands that is causing quite a stir in today’s music world. 

Next Thursday night, the University Union Ballroom will 
turn into the United Nations of music where Ozomatli will play 
host to their all out musical party. And that’s indeed what an 
Ozomatli performance is — a party. 

The 10-piece ensemble fills the stage with horns, bass, 
guitar, percussionists and a DJ that culminate in a melting 
pot of music that is as diverse as the band itself. 

Ozomatli incorporates such music as salsa, samba, ska, funk 
and hip-hop into a style that is unequivocally all there own. 

“Much of our musical influence stems from the protest mu- 
sic of South America, mixed with traditional and modern 
principles,” lead guitarist and singer Raul Pacheco said. 

Pacheco states that this type of music is what spoke to the 
people, and it had an influence on how they acted in their every- 
day lives. 

It seems only fitting that this type of music has influenced 


the Los Angeles based band, since they were born out of 


protest themselves. 

Ozomatli’s founder and bassist Wil-Dog, took part in a 
month-long strike that occurred a result of a conflict between 
the Los Angeles Conservation Corp and the Emergency Re- 
sponse Unit. Wil-Dog and others were protesting poor work- 
ing conditions and the recent dismissal of a LACC leader. 

It was the day that Wil-Dog staged a sit-in that Pacheco co- 
incidentally moved back to LA from Sacramento. 

That’s right, Sacramento. 

The 30-year-old Pacheco attended Sac State in 1994 as a 
Political Science major before returning to LA to pursue his 
musical endeavors. 

“Music has been the one thing that has always made me 
happy,” Pacheco said. 

“Since the day I came back I dedicated myself to music.” 

Upon his return, Pacheco participated in the protest, where 
he and Wil-Dog eventually began writing songs together. 

A month later, Ozomatli was born and their Southern Cal- 
ifornia reign began. The group went from performing at char- 





ity benefits and neighborhood rallies to nightclubs in LA. 

‘ Ozomatli continued their unique stage presence, which 
included dancing on stage and filing on and off the stage in a 
drum line. These types of antics along with expressive songs 
and a continual flare of high energy propelled the band into the 
national spotlight. 

With the release of their self-titled album over a year ago, 
the band has received acknowledgement for their profound mu- 
sical efforts. : 

Having graced the pages of Rolling Stone, Newsweek, 
and Vibe magazine created accolades for the band and has pro- 
longed their success. 

Ozomatli has continued to impress, particularly on their re- 
cent tours with The Dave Matthews Band and the legend 
Carlos Santana. : 

Fans have come out to hear the band’s positive message, 


and a few lessons have been learned along the way. 

“Out of all the musicians we’ ve toured with, Santana has 
been the most open with us,” Pacheco said. 

“He has a persona that is humble, loving, encouraging, and 
supporting.” 

According to Pacheco, Carlos has “a great respect on their 
level of musicianship” and feels Ozomatli is an example that 
all different kinds of people can be together and still connect 
as a group. 

“Carlos feels that every step our band takes, should be an 
effort in preserving the band,” said Pacheco. 

The band has helped the preservation efforts by continu- 
ing to play the music they want to play without getting caught 
up in the music business hype that many musicians have suc- 
cumbed to. 

“T wish we didn’t have to have a manager sometimes or

Montana sophomore receiver Etu Molden’s 23-yard 
touchdown reception from freshman quarterback Nick 
Walker ended the game. 

Sac State senior tight end Chris Kelly caught four 
~ touchdowns, the most touchdowns in-one game by'any 
,xeceiver in school history. 

“We are disappointed,” Sac State head coach John 
Volek said. “If we clean up the mistakes in the first half, 
convert on turnovers, control the football like we can, we 
win the game. We make no excuses for the crowd.” 

Volek said there was something positive to take from 


“We proved that we can beat any team in the country 
on any Saturday,” Volek said. “We can’t let this loss neg- 
atively affect us. We need to grow from this.” 

Down 28-6 with 11 minutes remaining, 18,648 fans 
watched the Hornets score 25 unanswered points. The 
comeback was capped off by Sac State junior quarterback 
Ricky Ray’s five-yard touchdown pass to Kelly, to tie the 
game at 28-28. 

Both teams scored in the first overtime session but in 
the second overtime round Sac State could only manage 
a 34-yard field goal by senior kicker Scott Brown which 
allowed the Grizzlies the opportunity to win the game. 

The 35-28 score in the first overtime period was the 
Hornets first- ever lead on Montana since joining the

The Hornets have yet to break into 
the win column as they lost both games 
in the San Diego Tournament over the 
weekend. 

However, the Hornets continue to 
play high caliber teams and are playing 
competitively. Both teams they faced 
this weekend were undefeated. 

“We played two top 20 teams and 
are very pleased with the weekend’s per- 
formance,” Sac State head coach Mike 
Linenberger said. 

The first game for the Hornets was 
against Cal State Fullerton (3-0) on Fri- 
day.

Unfortunately for the Hornets, they 
could not convert the good play into any 
scores, as they were shut out for the sec- 
ond time in five games. 

Sac State battled the University of 
San Diego on Sunday, losing 4-2. 

The Aztecs jumped out to a quick 2- 
0 lead 10 minutes into the game. 

“We got down early but came back 
strong,” Linenberger said. 


The Homets tied the game in the first 
half on goals by forward Rosendo Flo- 
res and midfielder David Rios — the first 
goals for both sophomores this season. 

With the momentum turned in their 
favor, they had opportunities to take the 
lead into the half—but could not convert. 

Both teams remained scoreless for 
most of the second half, until San Diego 
broke the tie with 20 minutes to go on a 
score by midfielder Brian O’Connor. 
The score was deflected off a Hornet 
defender. 

“We still had a chance to tie it up 
again late,” Linenberger said. “But we 
could not take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity.” 

A goal by forward Sy Reeves iced the 
game for the Toreros with about 15 sec- 
onds left. 

“The game was much closer than the 
final score indicated,” Linenberger said. 
“We played very competitively against 
two good teams.” 

The Hornets head back home this 
weekend with matches against UC San- 
ta Barbara on Friday and Loyola Mary- 
mount on Sunday. 

“We are reaching a part of the sched- 
ule facing teams that are in similar situ- 
ations to ours — not fully funded (with 
scholarship athletes),”” Linenberger said.

“Tf we play any kind of first half we 
win the game,” senior offensive line- 
man Jon Osterhout said. “We didn’t, 
and that is just frustrating.” 

Hornet junior quarterback Ricky Ray 
started in his first game for Sac State 
completing 25 of 44 passes for 233 yards 
and four touchdowns, all to Kelly in the 
fourth quarter. Ray said the team knew 
what to expect from the crowd coming 
into the game. 

“We can’t make any excuses because 
we knew they would be into it,” he said.

The Democrat-controlled Legis-

BUDGET: CSUS releases annual figure

lotments and lottery discretionary fund allocations in a budg- 
et presentation on Sept. 3. 

Of the $1.7 million in baseline enhancements, $560,000 will 
be used to fund unspecified instructional programs. The next 
largest portion, at $400,000, will go to athletics. 

One-time funding allotments were made possible because 
of a $1.75 million carryover from the 1998/1999 fiscal year. 

“This could have been created by programs that didn’t 
complete projects and thus didn’t fully use their allocation,” said 
Jolene Koester, provost and vice president for academic affairs. 

As chair of the Council for University Planning, which 
provides strategic planning and budget recommendations to 
President Donald Gerth, Koester reviews all program budgets 
before and after their approval. Koester could not provide de- 
tails on which programs were involved in creating the carry- 
over. 

The Collaborative Management System initiative was de- 
veloped by the Office of the Chancellor in an attempt to 
streamline and integrate the CSU financial, human resources 
and the student records systems. 

Instructional programs will receive $493,000 of the 98/’99 
carryover funds. 

The $940,000 carryover will go towards the CMS project, 
according to Del Biaggio, a CUP board member. 


ATHLETE of the WEEK "* 


Katie Fontana, Cross Country 


Sacramento State senior Katie Fontana has 
been selected as the first Hornet Bookstore 
Student Athlete of the Week for the 1999-00 
season after winning the University of the 
Pacific Invitational in her first meet of the 
season. Fontana ran the 5,000-meter course 
in 18:10, beating the second-place finisher 

by 12 seconds. The Hornets, who scored 59 
points, finished in second place behind San 
Jose with 22 points. For her efforts, Fontana, 
a Kinesiology major who carries a 3.53 GPA, 
was also named Big Sky Conference Runner 
of the Week. 
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“CUP knew this was coming for some years, so we built 
a cushion into the “97/’98 and ‘98/’99 budgets in anticipation 
of the CMS implementation,” he said.

surprised by the move. We 

“Yes, there were alternative sources of funds, but we did-- 
n’t fully recover the same money as we had in 1998,” ee 
said. “But I must say we knew the cutback was coming.” 

With this year’s budget wrapped up, there’s little time lef 
before consideration tums to the 2000/2001 fiscal year. De- 
partments and programs won’t officially start their budget. 
processes until spring but planning i is a constant. ae 

“We’re better off than we’ve been in some time,” said Def 
Biaggio in his summation, “but we’ve already started negoti- 
ation for next year.”
